INDIANA SENATE PASSES BILL 
TO OUTLAW ALIENATION SUITS 


Mrs. Nicholson’s Measure Goes 
Back to House for Concur- 
rence in Amendments. 

By the Associated Press. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., March 8.— 
Mrs. Roberta West Nicholson’s bill 
to outlaw alienation of affection 
suits was passed by the Indiana 
Senate last night by a vote of 31 
to 15. The bill has passed the 
House but must be returned there 
for concurrence in amendments. 

The measure would abolish sev- 
eral causes of action for aliena- 
tion of affections, criminal conver- 
sation, seduction and breach of 
promise, and would prohibit iden- 
tification of a co-respondent in 
divorce or similar actions unless 
the court so orders. It provides 
for penalties of $100 to $1000 fine 
and one to five years imprisonment 
for violations.

House Committee Deadlock 
Broken When Member Is 
Called From Room. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 8.—After 
one 
mittee approved, 7 to 6, the Lun- 
deen unemployment  insurance-old 
age pension bill today. 

The tie vote was on a motion to 
postpone consideration indefinite- 
ly. Then one of the committee was 
called out of the room and the 7 
to 6 vote resulted. 

The Lundeen bill would let the 
Federal Government pay unemploy- 
ment and old-age insurance equal to 
prevailing wages, provided the pay- 
ment was not less than $10 weekly, 
plus $3 for each dependent. It was 
introduced by Representative Lun- 
deen (Farmer-Labor), Minnesota. 

The administration legislation for 
social security is pending in the 
House Ways and Means Commit- 
tee. 

The vote for approval of the bill 
was recorded after Representative 
Keller (Dem.), Illinois, had been 
summoned to his office by his sec- 
retary. 

The Lundeen bill would make a 
direct Federal 
financing the job and old-age insur- 
ance, without providing any means 
of raising revenue. 

The Lundeen minimum pension 
would be $40 a month; the admin- 
istration’s bill 
but limits to $15 a month the Fed- 
eral Government's contribution to a 
“needy” old-age pension.

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15,000,000 ON RELIEF TO GET 
AID BY $4,000,000,000 BILL 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 8.—Harry 
L. Hopkins reported yesterday that 
only about 15,000,000 of the approx- 
imately 20,500,000 on Federal relief 
in January would be helped by the 
$4,000,000,000 work relief measure. 

The relief administrator said 
about 300,000 families in -drouth 
areas would go off relief in the sum- 
mer. At the same time he estimated 
not all the unemployed were being 
supported by FERA, but, that only 
about half the nation’s unemployed 
now were on relief rolls. 

Declaring the relief rolls were 
growing, Hopkins added that an un- 
official estimate that 22,000,000 are 
being aided was too high. 

The steady increase in relief de- 
mands, he said, was caused by the 
fact that families that had held out 
for a long time had exhausted their 
resources, and by the rising cost of 
living. 

Hopkins said he figured that 
about 5,000,000 on relief were unem- 
ployable at present but this estimate 
included the 300,000 drouth families.

Fish is, as a rule, inex 
pensive; it is readily and easily dl- 
gested; is high In protein value and 
rich in such minerals as lime and | 
iodine, and in vitamin D. The prin- 
ciples of fish cookery are simple, 
and as the prolonged drouth of last 
year could not harm the production 
of fish, its use is the answer to the 
problem of what to use to replace 
some of the high-priced meat. 

To have fish at its best, buy it as 
fresh as possible, . keep it iced until 
ready to cook, and cook it at a 
comparatively low temperature. If 
fish is cooked at too high a tem- 
perature it will be tough and dry. 
Properly cooked it should be ten- 
der. well flavored and moist. It 
mav be broiled, fried, baked with 
stuffing or steamed and may serve

be applied. Experts are agreed 
|that the daily requirements for a 
|family should include a quart of 
imilk for each child under school 
‘age and at least a pint for each 
‘child of school age; two vegetables 
besides potatoes, one of which 
'should be a leafy one; some fruit, 
|or fresh or canned tomatoes if 


fruit is not available; one egg each | 
day per person if possible, and} 
eggs at least three times a week: 
cereals and bread; a moderate 
amount of fats and sweets; and 
some form of protein food such as) 
meat, fish, cheese, or dried peas or 
beans. It is considered a good 
plan to use meat three or four 
times a week, fish once or twice, 
and cheese, eggs and beans in be- 
tween times.

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VICTORY FOR THE PEOPLE. 

Following Wednesday's 80-to-47 vote to override 
the Judiciary Committee and bring the alibi bill to 
the floor of the House, the opponents of criminal 
code reform themselves moved yesterday to bring out 
all the State Bar Association’s bills massacred by 
the committee a week ago. 

The opponents of code reform saw the handwriting 
on the wall. In the vote to bring the alibi bill to the 
floor, 17 lawyers deserted the lawyer group which 
had killed the code reform bills in a secret commit- 
tee meeting. Supporters of the bills had served no- 
tice Wednesday that they would ask the House to 
vote yesterday on two other bills slain by the com- 
mittee. Rather than be routed in more tests of 
strength, the opponents of the bills themselves moved 
to bring out the whole Bar Association program and 
to let the House vote on it. The House adopted the 
motion and placed the bills on its calendar. 

This was a victory for the people, the first turn- 
ing point in a long and disheartening battle against 
those loopholes in the law through which the crim- 
inal goes unwhipped of justice. The programs for 
criminal code reform have gone session after ses- 
sion into those death chambers where it has been 
easy for the opponents of code reform to put them 
quietly out of existence. They did this at the last 
session of the Legislature, and the session before 
that. They did it 10 years ago, when the Missouri 
Association for Criminal Justice offered a complete 
new criminal code bearing the indorsement of some 
of the finest jurists and lawyers in the State and 
nation. 

But it is a long lane that has no turning. The 
Judiciary Committee of the House perpetrated this 
legislative trick once too often, last Thursday night, 
when it killed 15 code reform bills, seven of which 
had been prepared by the State Bar Association. Fol- 
lowing that slaughter, the Post-Dispatch appealed to 
the friends of code reform to take their program to 
the people by way of the initiative. It pointed out

(sen. Johnson Clarifies an Issue 


EN. JOHNSON has made a bold, a 

: witty and an eloquent speech.. The ef- 

fects will be felt longer than his words 

are remembered. For he has not merely 

delivered a speech. He has produced an 

event which will affect the course of Amer- 
ican politics. 

Others have challenged the arguments of 
Senator Long and Father Coughlin. Others 
have denounced their appeal to primitive 
passions. What Gen. Johnson has done is, 
with unerring accuracy, to pick the precise 
moment to state the real issue on which the 
politicians have to stand up and be counted. 

Only incidentally is this speech an attack 
on Senator Long and Father Coughlin. Its 
great importancé is that it is a challenge .o 
the leaders of both political parties. ‘ro 
the Democrats, Gen. Johnson has said: Does 
Huey Long belong to your party or not? To 
the Republicans, he has said: Are you z»- 
ing to use Long to fight the Democrats in 
the hope that he will give you a victory in 
1936 ? 

These two questions go to the heart of 
Huey Long's political importance. The fail- 
ure to meet them and answer them straight- 
forwardly is the reason why, since the open- 
ing of this session of Congress, he has be- 
come the most powerful figure in Congress. 
The. publicity he receives, the influence he 
wields, are derived from the general belief 
in Washington that Huey Long may decide 
the fate of the Roosevelt administration and 
the results of the 1936 election. 

It is not the power he exercises in Louisi- 
ana and the adjoining states, it is not -he 
size of his popular following—which is not 
really very large—it is not the sensational 
entertainment he provides, that accounts for 
his present influence. It is the fact that he 
has maneuvered himself into a _ position 
where politicians and newspaper men think 
that he might hold the balance of power be- 
tween the two parties. 

Thus what he says and does is news of ‘1a- 
tional importance, and his power grows bhe- 
cause sO many politicians fear it and so 
many politicians are hoping to profit by it. 

The Democrats have seen in him the lead- 
er of a faction who might split their party. 
They have not known whether to placate 
him, to fight him or to pretend to ignore 
him. As a result, they have allowed him 


| 


to paralyze them and to disunite them. 
When they have tried to placate him by 
outbidding him, they have lost the support 
of their own moderates without making the 
slightest impression on Huey Long. When 
they have fought him, they have fought him 
feebly and have strengthened him with easy 
victories. When they have tried to ignore 
him, they have demoralized their supporters 
by seeming to be afraid of him. 

The thing could not go on. The time has 
come when, for their own self-respect and 
for their own safety, the Democratic lead- 
ers had to say openly and resolutely that 
they prefer Huey Long as an open enemy 
outside the party breastworks. Gen. John- 
son's speech has forced them to make that 
decision. 

The Democratic paralysis has had_ its 
counterpart in the shame-faced, furtive hove 
of many Republican politicians that thev 
could stand on the sidelines and later profit 
by Huey Long’s raid. This is the most dan- 
gerous political maneuver imaginable, and 
one of the most desperate and disreputable. 

Almost certainly, it could not succeed. For, 
unless one lacks all belief in the political 
sanity of the American people, we may be 
sure that if they see Roosevelt beset Ly 
Huey Long on one side and the Old Guard 
om the other, a tacit alliance of the two 
ends against the middle, they will resent 
mightily so malicious a combination. 

But even if one doubts the common sense 
of the people and their ability to see the 
meaning of such strategy, the fact remains 
that the Old Guard cannot use Huey Long 
without ruining themselves. The notion that 
they can let him build up his strength, per- 
haps helping to build it up, and that they 
will then take it away from him for their 
own advantage, is as fantastic as it is irre- 
sponsible. 

Gen. Johnson has exposed this strategy, 
and has challenged those who resort to it. 

The real issue is greater than the fate 
of either party. It is not the issue of what 
kind of social order is to evolve in the fu- 
ture. The issue is whether primitive pas- 
sion and unreason and ruthlessness and ap- 
petite and barbarism are to dominate Amer- 
ican politics. On that issue, there can be xno 
compromise by civilized men.

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DR. FRANKLIN MARTIN,

PHOENIX, Ariz., March 8&.—Dr. 
Franklin H. Martin of Chicago, 
founder of the American College : f 
Surgeons, died of a heart attack 
yesterday afternoon. He was 77 
years old. 

Dr. Martin, director-general of 
the American College of Surgeons, 
came here as a winter visitor early 
in November. 


Dr. Martin had an international 
reputation as a surgeon, medical 
editor and author. 

He was born July 13, 1857, at 
Ixonia, Wis. Educated in the medi- 
cal schools of Chicago, he took ad- 
vanced training at the Queen’s Uni- 
versity, Belfast, Ireland; the Uni- 
versity of Wales and in American 
schools. 

In 1886 he married Miss Isabelle 
Hollister, a daughter of Dr. John 
H. Hollister, an early Chicago phy- 
sician. Their home on Lake Shore 
drive was the meeting place of 
many of the world’s medical lead- 
ers. 

After serving as professor at the 
Polyclinic in Chicago from 1886-88, 
he organized, with Dr. W. F. Cole- 
man, the Post-Graduate Medical 
School of Chicago. He founded and 
was editor of the surgery, gynecol- 
ogy and obstetrics medical journals. 

Dr. Martin was president of the 
American College of Surgeons in
